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EXTENSION OF REWARD FOR NICOLE HARVEY

On February 27, 2007, the Board of Supervisors approved a reward of $5,000 for
information leading to the arrest and conviction of the person(s) responsible for the
vicious and brutal murder of Ms. Nicole Harvey.

On Friday, January 26, 2007, at approximately 2:00 PM, a body, later identified
through fingerprints as Nicole Harvey, was discovered fully engulfed in flames in the
street gutter of the 8100 Block of Tuscany Avenue in the Playa del Rey area of Los
Angeles. Further investigation revealed that Ms. Harvey was also shot with an unknown
type handgun. Despite a door-to-door search for possible withesses, no one has come
forward with any information which would assist detectives in developing leads in this
murder investigation.

Ms. Harvey was only 21 years old and had her entire life ahead of her. Los
Angeles Police Department detectives believe that the offer of a reward may motivate
those possessing any information to come forward.

THEREFORE, | MOVE THAT THE BOARD OF SUPERVISORS approve the
extension of the $5,000 reward in return for information leading to the arrest and
conviction of the person(s) responsible for the vicious and brutal murder of Ms. Nicole
Harvey.
